Parents Urge Action: 


Rap School Board 
For Building Lag 


Menlo Park Elementary Schoo! | 


District trustees, still going over 
surveys of school populations 
growth trends and population pre- 
dictions, Tuesday night found 
themselves greeted by a delega- 
tion of parents who criticized them 
on the basis that the district’s 
building program was going along 
too slowly.* 

This rather surprising group, 
made up of Lindenwood residents 
whose children have been or are 
apt to be transferred from Encinal 
to Laurel school, asked the school 
board to start a site acquisition 
and building program as soon as 
possible, to eliminate the need for 
using the “substandard”  class- 
rooms in Stanford Village. 

The board, meanwhile, called 
for a study and analysis of sev- 
eral surveys made in the past 
four years; on the basis of a 
combination of these, they hope 
to be able to tell with more cer- 
tainty where and how many ne 
classrooms are needed. s 

Kenneth J. Salisbury of 71 Man- 
zanita road in Atherton headed 
speakers for immediate action. 


Expert Survey 
Of Parking 
Problem Urged 


A suggestion that the downtown 
parking situation be put in the 
hands of planning experts was pre- 
sented to the Menlo Park City 
Council Tuesday night after more 
opposition was voiced to a plan to 
acquire additional parking lots 
near Camino plaza. They would be 
financed by assessment. 

D. P. McKelvey made the pro- 
posal following a report by Wal- 
lace Brown that there was no park- 
ing problem in the downtown area 
at present. The councilmen de- 
cided to take the entire problem 
under advisement. 

Brown speke for property own- 
ers who were dissatisfied with a 

report submitted by a five-man 
committee appointed by Mayor 
George Ford in July. The plan, 
which would have added 100 ad- 
ditional parking spaces to the 
plazas on the north side of San- 
ta Cruz avenue, suggested ac- 
quisition of 278 feet of property 
along Oak Grove avenue and a 
portion of property behind the 
Maloney building. 

A sidelight to the problem came 
to light at a Planning Commission 
meeting Monday night, when Mrs. 
Katherine MacLean applied for 

permission to construct an office 
building on one of the lots sug- 
gested» by the committee for ad- 
ditionai parking. No final action 
on the request was taken by the 
commission, however, although ac- 
tion will probably be forthcoming 
next Monday night. 

Brown, citing surveys to indicate 
that no parking problem existed, 
said that further action should 
wait until plazas south of Santa 
Cruz avenue are opened. The sur- 
veys revealed, too, that 85 cars be- 
longing to employees and employ- 
ers of downtown businesses were 


He explained that he had read a 
recent school population growth 
survey authored by members of 
the staff of the Stanford University 
school of education, and that ac- 
cording to this, the district al- 
ready needed either 15 or 18 class- 
rooms whether or not future 
growth is counted. 

He added that some parents in 
his area would be willing to do 
“whatever possible” to aid in work- 
ing for more schools, and suggest- 
ed that copies of the survey be 
made available to all parents in 
the district. 

SEES NEED 

Dr. Robert Berner of 28 Manza- 
nita agreed. He added that the 
rooms presently in use in Stanford 
Village were “not up to the physi- 
cal standards’ of the community 
and said he felt that Laurel school 
had been a “too-convenient al- 
ternative to finding a final solu- 
tion” to the district’s school pop- 
ulation headaches. 

Elwood Williams, also speaking 
from the audience, appeared most 
critical of the board. The same 
problem faced the school district 
in January, he said, and nothing 
has been done to date. 

School Board Chairman Ben 
G. Holland said that it was neces- 

sary to look over all possibilities 
before deciding when and where 
to build not only with an eye to 
saving money for the taxpayers, 
but from the educational stand- 
point and in consideration of the 
fact that the district is effective- 
ly split by El Camino Real. 

“For instance,” he declared, ‘‘one 
of the solutions proposed in the 
Stanford survey is that we con- 
sider the building of an upper 
grade school, to be centrally locat- 
ed in the district. 

“This would have educational 
advantages as well as disadvant- 
ages, and we have to weigh these. 
“Also, we have to consider wheth- 
er it would be worth while to have 
approximately half of the students 
in attendance at such a school go- 
ing back and forth across El Ca- 
mino Real every day.” 

DISSENT 

Only dissenting voice from the 
audience was that of a resident 
who objected that there appeared 
some divergencies in schoo] popu- 
lation figures alluded to at the 
meeting and that most reports had 
indicated only a total of “10 or 11 
classrooms” is needed throughout 
the district, and most of these are 
needed west of El Camino Real. 

He said that those present were 
actually protesting against the 
tranfer of their children to Laure} 
school, rather than to crowded 
classrooms or other deficiencies. 

The proposal to synthesize 
findings of all recent surveys 
was made by trustee Jack Davis. 

After discussion, the board 
agreed to do so at their next in- 
formal meeting, which will be 
held at the group’s Oct. 1 study 
meeting. 

Some formal action, board mem- 
bers said, could be taken as early 
as Oct. 9, when the board holds its 
regular monthly busines meeting. 

In other actions aimed at solv- 
ing the district's site-finding prob 
lems, the trustees reviewed a site 
plan of the Gilmore estate at El 
Camino Real and Alejandra ave-

After Long Fight: 
Council Denies B 


Members of Jehovah’s Witnes- 
ses lost their two-month battle to 
obtain permission to build a 140- 
seat worship hall at Bay road and 
Carleton avenue Tuesday night 
when the City Council, by three- 
to-two vote, denied a use permit. 

Mayor George Ford, Councilman 
Ira Bonde = and Councilman 
Charles Burgess, in voting to deny 
the permit, cited a general welfare 
portion of the ordinance govern- 
ing issuance of use permits. Coun- 
cilmen William Lawson and Vaile 
Andrus voted to allow the church 
to construct the building. 

Officials of the church said they 
were prepared.to present. the case 
to Hayden C. Covington, New York 
City attorney, general counsel of 
the group. They said that Coving- 
ton had been successful in appeal- 
ing cases such as this through the 
courts, 

The council’s action followed a 
40-minute appeal led by Howard 
Markuse, who said he was a San 
Francisco attorney residing at 411 
Bay road. 

Markuse based his opposition to 
the use permit on the idea that an 
ordinance requiring one parking 
space for every 10 seats in a church 
is antiquated and declared that the 
14 spaces on the church’s plot plan 
were not adequate in size. He in- 
troduced a series of persons to 
support his contentions. 

At the end of the opposition’s 
presentation, Frank Hart, 1339 
Madera avenue, a telephone com- 
pany employee and minister of 
the group, said the plan com- 
plied with city ordinance and 
followed the recommendations of 
the Automobile Association of 
America.

Five Seek 
3 Posts 
On Board 


Voters of the Menlo Park Sani- 
tary District will converge on dis- 
trict headquarters Monday to cast 
ballots in the district’s first con- 
tested election in many years, in 
which five candidates are seeking 
three posts on the district’s board 
of trustees. 

A total of 16,700 are eligible to 
cast ballots; polls will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. at the dis- 
trict’s headquarters at 450 C 
street in the Menlo Park civic 
center. 

Two incumbents are standing 
for re-election; two of the chal- 
.enging candidates have criticized 
certain board policies and all five 
have stated that they are running 
because of they feel it is a citizen’s 
responsibility to aid in the gov- 
ernment of his community. 

Senior candidate is William 
Casey, 82, a litetime resident of 
Menlo Park who is still actively 
engaged in the plumbing busi- 
ness here. Casey has been a 
member of the district board, 
off and on, for 20 years and in’ 
addition knows where and when 
most water lines and sanitary 
sewer mains were put under- 
ground in the area. 


He points out that the district's 
tax rate has been held lower than 
that of most comparable districts. 

He resides at 1233 Mills street 
in Menlo Park. 

Uno Ahlenius, 550 Kenwood 
drive, is the second incumbent 
standing for re-election. A lum- 
ber company shop official, he sites 
community service and practical 
knowledge of building problems 
as reasons for standing for re-elec- 
tion. 

George R. Angus, San Francisco 
business executive, a lifetime resi- 
dent of the area, a member of the 
Menlo Park Elementary School 
District board of trustees for 15 
years, who: lives at 75 Winchester 
drive.in Atherton, is one of the 
three; non-members running for a 
seat on the board. 

NOT CRITICAL 

Unlike the other two challeng- 
ing candidates, he has declined to 
criticize present board policies on 
the basis that he does not yet 
know enough about district prob- 
lems to do so. 


| The candidates most critical of 


the present board are Dr. Nancy 
Jewell Cross, chemical engineer 
residing at 1902 Palo Alto way in 
unincorporated territory west of 
Menlo Park and Junius Cary, certi- 
fied public accountant who resides 
at 361 Vine street, also west of 
the city. 

Dr. Cross has pointed to the

YOUR BUSINESS 


On Monday, residents of the Menlo Park Sanitary District 
will have another chance to prove that the public’s business is 
their own concern, They are asked to go to the headquarters of 
the district, adjacent to the civic center, and cast ballots for three 
out of five candidates seeking election to the district's board of 
trustees. 

We are resigned to a small turnout at the polls. Such “small” 
elections do not excite public imagination: In a general election 
year, with everyone’s eyes on the November ballot bout, the 
choice of those who will run our local affairs is likely to be over- 
looked. 

We are resigned to the small turnout, but we hope we are 
wrong. 

Many a Menlo Park resident, we fear, does not even know 
that the sanitary district exists. Yet without it, the vigorous 
growth and prosperity of this area would be impossible. And 
without public interest in such basic details of our community 
and without the public's voice in who shall operate its busi- 
ness, our democracy on the national level would become 
hollow and unsound. 

The Menlo Park Sanitary District is YOUR business. MAKE 
it your business by voting Monday for the candidates of your 
choice. 

The Recorder believes that all five candidates for the board 
are well qualified. Every voter, however, must make a choice 
and in line with this newspaper's policy of casting its votes in 
public, we make the following statement: 

Without malice and without reflection on the qualities of the 
other two candidates, but after consideration of many varied 
factors, we intend to vote for Uno Ahlenius, William Casey and 
Junius Cary. 
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SHAKY GROUND 


We believe that the Menlo Park City Council put itself on 
shaky ground this week in turning down application of the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses for permission to build a meeting hall here. 

All the powers of a city government derive basically from 
the need for protection of the public health, safety and welfare. 
All the laws of a city are founded on this need and must be 
designed to serve this end. The zoning and land use ordinance 
of Menlo Park requires that any permitted structure, other than a 
residence, must receive a use permit and approval under archi- 
tectural control before a building permit can be issued. 

But if the requirements of law are met, and if there are no 
special conditions that would adversely affect the public welfare 
in. general, there is no legal or moral basis for refusing to allow 
construction of any building, in this case a place for religious 
assembly. 

Opponents of the Jehovah’s Witnesses application attacked 
the adequacy of the city’s law on necessary parking. No one could 
show, however, that the proposed building did not comply with 
the law as it stands. 

To find grounds for denying the use permit, the council, by a 
3-to-2 split vote, fell back on protection of the “general welfare.” 

Regardless of the adequacy of the law and regardless of what 
we as individuals may feel about this particular application, we 
can see no special conditions that apply in this case any more 
than they have applied in church building applications elsewhere 
in the city. 

“Equal protection under the law” is a cornerstone of our way 
of life. In this case, the law was complied with just as much as 
in many a similar case in the past. 

The right of every citizen to attend the church of his choice 
is another fundamental principle that we cannot ignore without 
peril. We doubt that the cars of the Jehovah’s Witnesses at Bay 
road and Carleton avenue would affect the general welfare any 
more adversely than the cars of Episcopalians on Laurel street, 
Presbyterians on Santa Cruz avenue or Catholics on Oak Grove 
avenue, 

The right of a citizen to protest any action that affects his 
property or his neighborhood must be protected. But to heed his 
protest at the expense of the law weakens the very basis of that 
right .. . and of all his other rights as a citizen of the United 
States of America. 

In its action this week, we believe that Menlo Park’s City 
Council took a chip out of the structure that protects the rights 
of each of us.

A HOT POTATO?—The board 
of supervisors has dropped at- 
tempts to bring about a change in 
the Civil Service setup in the 
county. That is, insofar as it con- 
cerns the commission itself and 
the personnel director or person- 
nel secretary. The matter would 
have had tobe settled at the polls 
as it would mean a change in the 
county charter and that’s dyna- 
mite and board members know it. 

The feud has been going on for 
several years at budged time. In a 
way you might say this column is 
to blame for the fuss, but the 
“stink” became obvious to many 
other workers in the courthouse, 
finally resulting in charges being 
filed by the employes’ association 
against William Goggin, the per- 
sonnel secretary. 

Our gripe has been with the 
manner in which the secre- 
tary — with the commission’s 
blessings—has continued to in- 
crease his own salary to a point 
where it exceeds that of ALL 
other CS workers. The one ex- 
ception was this year when 
Goggin (undoubtedly because of 
pressure) raised the planning 
secretary to his own level. 

Any man would probably be 
just on the queer side if de did- 
n’t see that his own salary kept 
climbing. But when he bypassed 
other county employes with far 
more responsible jobs then we 
started to complain. 

Actually, our gripe should be 
with the CS commission itself. The 
members say they and they alone 
set the salary schedules of all em- 
ployes. But all will agree that the 
secretary gathers his figures for 
comparison purposes from other 
nearby counties from private in- 
dustry. The CS secretaries in other 
counties are not shy either and 
they try to keep up the act. One 
goes up, all go up. When these 
comparisons go to the commission- 
ers who in turn glance over com- 
parative positions anl let it go at 
that, never taking into consider- 
ation the job itself, particularly as 
it compares to other county posi- 
tions. 

You can imagine how this hit 
the rest of the county workers, 
from the secretary to the Civil 
Service department head.

STANFORD—Residents of Men- 
lo Park and other nearby commu-

The lads said they stacked the 
explosives on the levee, and had 
no idea what happened to it after 
that. 


The amount of dynamite taken 
has been described as “enough 
to blow up a city block” if it 
goes off.

that there will be no prosecution

Cuttings should be 6 to 8 inches 
long and as thick as a pencil. There 
should be at least two buds. Cut | 
off the tips in favor of the older, | 
thicker’ sections. Strip off all} 
the leaves and tie the cuttings in| 
bundles, being sure to mark which | 
end is the base. 

One trick is to make a slanting 
cut by a node for the top—a cut-| 
ting will never root upside down. 

I bury my cuttings on the north 
side of the house, under the over- 
hang, so they will not get much 
water. Or they can be packed in 
boxes of sand or soil and kept in 
a cool place. In the spring there 
should be a callus at the end of 
the cutting, and from this the 
roots will grow. The cuttings can 
be set directly in the ground. 
EVERGREENS 

Cuttings from evergreen plants 
like camellias, daphne, rosemary, 
laurel, abelia can be taken now

start, especially if the flat is left 
outside. 

I keep my cuttings in a shelter- 
ed spot in the garden, with loose 
soil underneath so if roots devel- 
op they can find food through the} 
cracks of the flat. 

I always like to try to get a 
few new lemon and rhododen- 
dron ‘plants by the process of 
layering. A branch near the 
ground can be cut half way 
way through somewhere along 
the middle of the branch. 


Then the branch is pulled down) 
with a wire loop and the section 
around the cut buried four inches 
deep ,with sand and peat moss 
packed around the cut. It will take 
from 1 to 3 years for the buried 
sectio nto form strong roots and 
then it can be severed from the 
mother plant. It is not a hard wait | 
for nothing has to be done beyond | 
normal care for the parent plant.

around plants in tubs, window box- 
es and flower beds or many a bug 
will find a home for her eggs. Cut 
off diseased parts on any plant and 
burn. 

Trim back long straggling 
canes of roses, bushes and ber- 
ries. Cut off at ground level 
canes which have fruited on 
blackberries and summer rasp- 
berries. When cutting gladiolus 
leave at least four leaves on 
each plant. 

New varieties of iris should be 
set out and old ones divided so 
they will have room to flower 

well. Using a sharp knife, cut away 
the rhizomes from the center root, 


discarding any that are wormy or|§ 


injured. Trim the roots to an even 
length and plant the rhizome shal- 
low enough so that the top shows. 

It will help to hill up soil 
around the roots of annuals and 
vegetables when you cultivate 
them. By pushing a few extra 
inches of soil around the base of 
a plant you can steady the top- 
heavy ones and protect the shal- 
low roots in this last month of 

dry heat. :
